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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In line 2 of claim 14, "angle 0" is non-specific and could result 
in any orientation of electromagnetic coil with any axis of the ultrasonic transducer(s). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4, 8, 9-13, 17, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,578,060 to Pohl et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,261 ,221 to Tepper et al. Referring to claims 1 , 2, 9-1 3, and 1 8, Pohl et al. disclose a 
physical therapy apparatus. The apparatus includes means for ultrasonic and electrical 
stimulation disposed in a housing that can be portable (column 3, lines 4-7; column 6, 
lines 13-17). Ultrasonic and electrical therapy may be applied simultaneously, or 
independent of one another using a control unit. Parameters such as magnitude are 
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variable (column 8, lines 66-67; column 9, lines 1-16; figures 2-4). Pohl et al. do not 
disclose the use of an electromagnetic coil assembly. 

Tepper et al. disclose a flexible coil pulsed (non-uniform) electromagnetic field 
(PEMF) stimulation therapy system. The system consists of a single PEMF coil 
disposed in a portable housing adapted to be worn by a patient (column 4, lines 8-50; 
figures 1-3). The housing contains a power unit (column 2, lines 50-54). It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to use the 
portable PEMF system of Tepper et al. with the ultrasonic transducer and control 
system of Pohl et al. Pohl et al. disclose the possibility of portable housing that would 
include means for both electrical and ultrasonic therapy, along with a control system to 
independently or simultaneously control the electrical and ultrasonic means. 

3. Referring to claim 4, Tepper et al. include an embodiment in which the coil is 
wrapped around the placement module (figure 5A). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 9-29 are allowed. 

5. Claims 3, 5-7, 15, and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
